Identified Second Time as Man Seen Lurking

B2 — Two more residents of 
the Sourland country sur- 
rounding' the home of Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh today 
Identified Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann as a man lurking 
in that vicinity before the 
kidnaping and murder of the 
aviator's infant son. 


Millard Whited, a logger with a 


farm next to the Lindbergh estate, 
testified in Hauptmann's trial that 
he saw him. on two occasions with- 
in, a fortnight of the crime, and 
Charles Rossiter of Maplewood, N. 
J., testified he saw him on a road 
near the Princeton airport, about 
14 miles from Hopewell, four days 
before the baby was stolen from 
its crib. 


Rossiter said he saw Haupt- 


mann 
on. the 
Hopewell road 


standing at the rear of his auto. 


"I got out of my car," he said, 


"and walked to the rear of his 
car. I offered help, but he said he 
didn't need any help." 


Then, for from five to eight 


minutes, 
Rossiter 
testified, "I 


stood there looking him over." 


Max Rauch, Hauptmann's for- 


mer landlord in the Bronx, testi- 
fied he found a board missing 
from his attic after Hauptmann's 
arrest. The prosecutors did not 
immediately make the purpose of 
this testimony apparent to the 
jury, but it was believed they 
would try to show later the miss- 
ing board was used in the manu- 
facture of the kidnap ladder found 
near the scene of the crime. 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 22— 


(iP)—Bruno Richard Hauptmann 
today was identified for the second 
time as a man seen lurking near 
the Lindbergh home before the 
kidnaping and murder of Baby 
Charles A. Lindbergh, jr 


Millard Whited, a logger of the 


Sourland country surrounding the 
Lindbergh estate, testified he saw 
Hauptmann in the vicinity on the 
18th of February, 1932, and again 
between 
the 25th and 27th of 


February, the same year. 


The Lindbergh baby was stolen 


on March 1, 1932. 


Before Whited's identification, 


the state succeeded finally in its 
fight to get the kidnap ladder into 
evidence, and the defense brought 
out the fact that a plaster cast had 
been made of a footprint which it 
claimed would show Hauptmann 
was not the man who collected the 
$50,000 Lindbergh ransom in St 
Raymond's cemetery, the Bronx, 
on April 2, 1932. 


Edward J. Reilly, chief of the 


defense staff, said he hoped to get 
the plaster cast into court for com- 
parison with Hauptmann's foot, 
and hoped as well to play a phono- 
graph record which a witness said 
Dr. John F. "Jafsie" Condon made 
of his conversation with the man 
to whom he paid the ransom.

French Forces Ordered 


to Put Down Tribal 
War in Somaliland. 


PARIS. Jan. 22— (AP)—French 


forces, including camel troops and 
airplanes, were ordered to the 
southwest frontier of French So- 
maliland today to put down tribal 
war which already has cost the 
lives of 97 members of the French 
colonial administration. 


The French action followed a 


battle January 18, just reported 
to the French capital, in which 
M. Bernard. French chad ol Ihe 
Gobad region. 16 native soldiers, 
and 80 natives were slain in Ihe 
Lake Abbe region in cast Africa. 


Bernard and his men had gone 


to investigate a battle reported 
raging between the rival Aiss 
Amaras and the Ossas tribes of 
nomads in that region. 


French authorities described it 


as a "purely local fight between 
tribes' 'not" involving the Ethio- 
pians, on whose border the action 
took place. The Ethiopian govern- 
ment, however, will be asked to 
help pursue and capture the bat- 
tling tribesmen.

The amount of concrete in that

COUNCIL SET-UP 


Three Wings So-Called 


Progressives Have 


Different Ideas. 


In addition to the 70 or more 


names of candidates that will be 
on the primary ballot in the spring 
city election, there is to be a pro- 
posed amendment to the charter, 
changing the set-up of the city 
council, it was learned Tuesday. 
Just what the changes will be has 
not been determined. 


The proposed amendment will 


be submitted by the so-called 
progressive forces. From authori- 
tative sources it has been learned 
that there is a group wanting to 
reduce the size of the council to 
three members and increase the 
pay to $4,500 annually for the 
mayor, and $3,500 each per year 
for the other members 
Under this set-up the chart* 


would specify the duties of each 
official, and require that full time 
be given to the work of the city. 
This follows the suggestion of C. 
W. Bryan when he declared re- 
cently he was not thinking of be- 
ing a candidate for the council. 


Favor Present Number. 


A second group of the "progres- 


sive forces" wants to see the pres- 
ent size of the council maintained. 
However, the duties of each would 
be set out clearly, and the assist- 
ants would be given more pay, but 
they would have to be experienced 
men. 
The more conservative element 


of the progressives is proposing 
only slight changes. For the most 
part these would fix more defi- 
nitely the duties of the commis- 
sioners, and from which there 
could be no switching. The candi- 
dates would be forced to file for a 
specific position, as in the pro- 
posals of the middleground group, 
and if elected take only the office 
for which he filed. 
The progressive forces also "will 


demand that all boards and ad- 
visory groups functioning under 
the present council, be abandoned. 
There is no division on this pro- 
posal. The entire group also is to- 
gether on demanding that the 
council alone be responsible for 
the handling of beer and liquor 
problems after regulations are set 
up by the state legislature. They 
are "absolutely" opposed to the 
creation of an excise board. 


Petitions Beinr Circulated. 


Workers for men who expected 


to file for the primary election 
continue to call at the city clerk's 
office for blank petitions. The lat- 
est petitions known to be in circu- 
lation are for Paul W. Doerr, to 
succeed himself as head of the 
water and light department. Peti- 
tions for Ted Wolfenbarger also 
iare out as are blanks for F, R.

FEDERAL CATTLE 
PURCHASEENDING 


Final Sales Being Held 


On Friday at Hebron 


And Madrid. 


Nebraska's federal cattle pur- 


chasing program will close Friday 
of this week with the sales at 
Madrid for Perkins county and at 
Hebron for Thayer county, accord- 
ing to W. W. Derrick, state cattle 
buying director. 


Derrick said that due to in- 


creased market prices farmers can 
get more money for their cattle at 
private sales than at the emerg- 
ency drouth purchase sales and are 
selling through the former chan- 
nel. The average price per head 
now paid by the government is 
$12.86, and under private sales it 
runs considerably higher, records 
at his office show. 


Derrick said that Nebraska's 


emergency cattle buying fund had 
a balance of $412,433 and that sub- 
stantial balances were present in 
the funds of other states also. He 
said this would be turned back to 
the government when the program 
was completed. 


More than 477,000 head have 


been bought under the govern-' 
ment's program and this, added to 
private, sales, is heavy enough to 
bring the cattle in the state below 
1928 
figures, a year considered 


normal. 


Sales were held Tuesday at 


Gering for Banner, Scottsbluff and 
Sioux counties and at Erickson for 
Wheeler county. Sales will be held 
Wednesday at Oshkosh for Garden 
county.

State This Year 


A. E. Anderson, state and fed- 


eral agricultural statistician here, 
today reported the number of 
sheep on feed in Nebraska on Jan- 
uary 1 was 32 per cent lower than 
on the same" date in 1934. 


Anderson said, however, the 


number of lambs and sheep on 
feed for market was only 5 per 
cent lower on January 1 than on 
the corresponding day the year 
before. 


"Sheep feeding operations have 


aeld up much better than cattle 
feeding 
operations," 
Anderson 


said. Anderson estimated there are 
about 350,000 sheep on feed in the 
Scottsbluff region and approxi- 
mately 80,000 in the central Platte 
valley.

Appropriations Win 


Committee O. K. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22—(AP) 


—The disputed ocean and foreign 
airmail subsidies weathered the 
scrutiny of the house appropria- 
tions committee and came through 
unimpaired in its recommenda- 
tions today of funds for the post- 
office department in the 
fiscal 


year 1936. 


Whereas in former years all 


foreign mail was under one sum 
—$37.500.000 for the current fis- 
cal year—the committee divided it 
into S28.850.000 for ocean mail 
and $8.575.000 for "foreign mafl 
service,' "of which $7.000,000 is for 
airmail. 


The domestic airmail allowance 


was S10.700.000. which is S1.300.- 
000 less than the current appro- 
priation. 
The total recommended for the 


whole postoffice department was 
S724.264.449, compared with 
$725.282,569 asked in the budget 
and appropriations of $669.793,940 
for the 1935 fiscal year. The 
$54.470.509 increase was almost 
half accounted for by the forth- 
coming pay cut restoration. 


The treasury department, with 


its subordinate units such as the 
public health service and coast 
guard, was allowed $175.761,149, 
a decrease of $249.355.151 com- 
pared with 1935 appropriations, 
but in the latter were included 
$187,450,000 in "special items" 
such as advances to the agricul- 
tural adjustment 
administration 


for financing cotton 
and land 


; bank financing.

Bonding Measures Or 


Gold Usury Act. 


Proceeding cautiously with the 


question of untangling the state 
treasury muddle, the state senate 
Monday afternoon declined to take 
up Governor Cochran's five bills 
on that subject, previously passed 
by the house, out of their regular 
order. On a division of 17 to 12, 
the upper chamber voted against 
putting them immediately on gen- 
eral file and sent them instead to 
the judiciary and insurance com- 
mittees. 


Senator 
Stewart, 
advocating 


prompt action by the senate it- 
self, said Governor Cochran was 
desirous of getting the treasury 
back on a basis where money can 
be taken in and paid out in the 
usual way. The state's business, 
Stewart declared, is now badly 
hampered. 


However, ten of the democratic 


senators voted with seven republi- 
cans to let the bills go to the 
judiciary committee, which dis- 
posed of them for the time being. 


For Immediate Action. 


Democrats who voted for im- 


mediate consideration wet* Sena- 
tors Brodecky, Carsten, Green, 
Kaspar, McMahon, Mattson, Nee- 
land, Regan, Slepicka, and Stew- 
art. 
The only republican siding 


with them was Senator Blessing. 


The senate did a little better by 


State Treasurer Hall's bill author- 
izing himself to make the -state 
and his own bondsmen during his 
previous term joint defendants in 
another test suit to determine his 
own status as a holdover official 
and continuing liability of the 
sureties after the expiration of 
the recent term. 
It sent this 


measure to general file, giving it 
precedence over the governor's 
bills that deal with the matter of 
obtaining a new bond, and then 
in committee of the whole the 
measure was advanced to third 
reading, with amendments. 


The senate received from At- 


torney General Wright an opinion 
requested by its judiciary commit- 
tee relative to the constitution- 
ality of S. F. 59, the "gold usuary" 
bill introduced last week at the 
suggestion of Governor Cochran. 
Wright said there was no question 
the bill would stand, if enacted, as 
applied to all future contracts; but 
he preferred to reserve judgment 
as to its effect on existing con- 
tracts until after the United States 
Supreme court has passed on the 
gold clause cases now before it. • 


Conference Arranged. 


Later the senate judiciary com- 


mittee met and exchanged views 
on the bill. Senator Neumann, a 
banker, wanted it laid over a few 
weeks .while waiting on the fed- 
eral Supreme court However, the 
committee authorized 
Chairman 


Dafoe to confer with Governor 
Cochran and ascertain his views 
and purposes in asking for the 
legislation.

voted by the senate, 29 to 0, of the

of Edgar L. 


Ferneau, Auburn, and Fred S. 
Knapp, Omaha, on the state normal 
board for six-year terms, which 
the governor sent in early Monday 
afternoon. 


Two bills were passed on third 


reading—S. F. 6, fixing May 1 and 
September 1 as the semi-annual 
dates of delinquency on tax pay- 
ments, and S. F. 7, which em- 
powers assessment fire insurance 
organizations to levy advance as- 
sessments on ktheir members. There 
were no opposing votes to either. 


Without discussion, the chamber 


adopted Senator Carsten's resolu- 
tion endorsing the project for 
establishment of a national arbore- 
tum at Nebraska City with federal 
appropriations. 


Senators Green

threw in a resolution calling for a 
list of all married women em- 
ployed in departments of the state 
government, with a view to drop- 
ping those who have husbands at 
work and able to support them.

Bill Introduced In House 


For Issuance Credit 


Slips. 


A plan to guarantee Nebraska 


farmers and manufacturers of cer- 
tain products cost of production 
and a fair profit by the issuance 
by the state of 'commodity money' 
was proposed in the house Tues- 
day by Rep. H. B. Cummins demo- 
crat, Seward. 


Cummins' bill, H. R. 214, was 


introduced, he said at the request 
of Raymond Beach, farmer living 
near Pleasant Dale, and is ident- 
ical with a similar measure sub- 
mitted in the 1933 session. 


Negotiable Credit Slips. 


The plan contemplates issuance 


by a state commission of negoti- 
able credit slips, declared legal 
tender for payment of taxes lev- 
ied byxall governmental divisions 
of the state. The commission will 
fix the value of these commodity 
credits after holding public hear- 
ings to determine a "fair commod- 
ity price index that would assure 
to producers average cost of pro- 
duce at good standards of Amer- 
ican living." 


Producers of all agricultural 


products, livestock products, and 
brick, cement and tile, could store 
their produce in state 
licensed 


warehouses. The commodity cred- 
its thus would be little more than 
warehouse certificates, aside from 
the fact that their face value is 
based not on market price of the 
commodities when stored, but on a 
price index average. 


The commission would consist 


of five members, appointed by the 
governor, at least two of them to 
be representatives of farmers and 
a third a member of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska college of agri- 
culture faculty. 


Payment of commodity credits 


issued against warehoused com- 
modities would be made out of 
proceeds from sale of the produce. 
Although the bill is vague on the 
point, it is presumed 
that the 


commission would have power to 
revise its price index to conform, 
to price changes. 


Representative C u m m i n s ac- 


knowledged the plan is a bit 
strange to him. He said its author. 
Farmer Beach, a democrat, came 
to him before the August primar- 
ies and asked him to promise to 
present the measure should he be 
elected. Cummins refused, and 
Beach thereupon filed in the re- 
publican primaries for state rep- 
resentative, but lost his nomina- 
tion.

Double Liability 


Rep.

moved to close another avenue 
open to holders of bank stock by 
which they can escape double lia- 
bility on their holdings. He intro- 
duced a bill Tuesday providing 
that holders of bank stock cannot 
be relieved of double liability 
thereon through reorganization of 
an' insolvent bank under the 1933 
law permitting such reorganiza- 
tion. 


Cone said in many cases bank 


stockholders have escaped double 
liability under the law which al- 
lows reorganization of a failed 
bank when 85 per cent of its de- 
positors and unsecured creditors 
sign a reorganization plan, which 
is then binding on the remainder, 
providing for a write down of de- 
posits and claims. 


Cone's measure, 
the - veteran 


Valley democrat said, would pro- 
tect a depositor or creditor of a 
failed bank in his rights even 
though reorganized under the 1933 
law. While agreeing to a reorgan- 
ization on a write down basis, such 
a depositor or creditor would still 
have recourse against the stock- 
holders under the double liability 
clause.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22—W— 


Representative Luckey of Nebras- 
ka announced today that it would 
take an increase of $1,498,000,000 
in the aggregate amount of bonds 
which 
the 
Home Owners Loan 


corporation may issue, to finance 
applications made to January, 10. 
The estimate was based on figures 
presented by John W. Childress, 
assistant to the chairman of the 
HOLC. 


In Nebraska, Luckey said, it 


would take $9,994,320 to handle 
these loans. He estimated that 
because of needs arisen since 
further 
applications were pro- 


hibited, Nebraska would require 
nearly $19,000,000 more. 


"The need for a continuance of 


the HOLC is apparent," Luckey 
said. "'These loans, made by the 
government on a sound economic 
basis, allow relief to those dis- 
tressed by prior loans and release 
this money_ to thousands on local 
building p'rograms, thereby pro- 
viding a large number of jobs. 


"This money loaned by the gov- 


ernment liquidates frozen assets 
and releases those assets for ac- 
tivity." 


In Nebraska to January 10 there 


had been 15,715 applications, of 
which 12,408 had reached the legal 
division. Loans totaling $22,644,- 
'351 had been made on 10,995 com- 
pleted petitions.

N 


OT the least revealing feature of the strange 
fever of gambling which seized the American 


people a few years ago was brought out from an 
unexpected quarter in the most celebrated crimi- 
nal trial of the age. It is the case of Bruno Haupt- 
mann. 


Testimony given by a government accountant, 


William E. Frank, was to the effect that in 1933 
Hauptmann in three separate accounts bought an 
aggregate of $256,442.15 in stocks on margin. 
Prior to 1933, he had been dabbling with chicken 
feed. In 1929, it was testified the amount was $1,- 


196; in 1931, $2,836; in 1932, $4,905.25. Then came 
the big year of 1933, and in 1934, prior to his ar- 
rest, he had traded to the extent of $10,982.55. 


Here was a man who posed as a carpenter, or a 


jack-of-all-trades, living rather humbly and quiet- 
ly, and yet engaged in stock transactions in the 
single year of 1933 which would have done credit 
to a plunger and a man of considerable wealth. 
Aside from the somber aspects embraced in the 
charge against Hauptmann, the testimony is of the 
most illuminating character. For whether he is 
guilty or innocent of the horrible crime for which 
he is being tried, Hauptmann was one of a large 
army playing the market. It numbered legions 
within its ranks in the late '20s. They came from 
all walks of life—from the most humble positions, 
•involving daily grind and drudgery, to those who 
dreamed of vast empires and huge wealth 
and 


subsequent position and power. They fell over one 
another to acquire shares; in their eagerness to get 
in, hoisted the valuations of stocks to untold and 
ludicrous levels; and in all of those instances, they 
were using money for which they had worked long 
hours and which in innumerable cases they had 
saved most ^laboriously. 


That recollection has nothing to do with the 


Hauptmann case or with the man himself. On the 
basis of the evidence presented, he is one of the 
most amazing enigmas of the postwar period. A 
fugitive from justice in his native land, coming to 
America unheralded and unannounced, and a few 
years later engaging in stock market transactions 
which exceeded a quarter of a million dollars in 
the aggregate in a short twelve months period. At 
his trial and throughout the period he has been 
held in custody, Hauptmann has maintained a taci- 
turn, somewhat sullen, and tight lipped attitude. 
There has been no indication on his part of an 
emotional nature, and no evidence of a mind given 
to flights of fancy or of imagination. 


Quite to the contrary, he has appeared most 


commonplace. 


But there is nothing ordinary or commonplace in 


Bruno Hauptmann. Ordinary men, even in that 
silly period, lacked the boldness to pile a huge 
stack of chips upon the turn of a wheel, and in his 
case, his acquisition of stock by the margin meth- 
od, amounted to just that. 


The question of his guilt or his innocence is to 


be decided through the proper channels. His case, 
regardless of the outcome of his trial, has projected 
one of the most absorbing studies in human nature 
that has been provided for many years. Literally 
the painstaking manner in which the state assem- 
bled its evidence, and through which it has en- 
deavored to draw the net more closely around 
him, has placed him on a microscopic slide, so as 
to speak, and in this fashion, supplied the psycholo- 
gists with subject matter. He remains a mystery. 
About him it is as impossible to come to any con- 
clusion, ignoring the criminal charge, as when he 
first was placed under arrest Nothing about him 
seems natural or normal. He may be one of those 
strange products evolved through the processes of 
Europe's struggles. 


Olive Branches. 


OOME days ago we suggested that Huey Long 
*^ looms as a serious threat in national 
affairs. 


The idea that the Louisiana senator could assume a 
serious position aroused scorn in some quarters. 
And yet that is the situation set forth in some de- 
tail by T. C. Alford, Washington political writer of 
the Kansas City Star in a special dispatch, which 
appeared last Sunday. Alford writes: 


"National political leaders have awakened to the 


fact that Huey Long has developed into the most 
serious threat to the Roosevelt administration of 
any one now in sight The ICingfish of Louisiana,9 


•who a year ago was looked on in the senate as a 
buffoon and an irresponsible hell raiser, is boldly 
challenging Jhe president's liberalism, the effec- 
tiveness of the New Deal in aiding Ihe Forgotten 
Man, and his right of continued left wing leader- 
ship. Between Long and the administration has 
developed a political feud which cannot be patched 
up. The Louisianan is out to beat Roosevelt in 
1936. Three years ago when the then thirty-seven 
year old senator arrived in Washington, and short- 
ly afterward announced he would run the demo- 
cratic leader, Joseph T. Robinson of Arkansas, out 
of Ihe senate, he was looked upon as a country boy 
politician, who s>oon would be shown his place. To- 
day, Huey Long is considered one of the most 
plausible talkers in Ihe senate: one whom his col- 
leagues fear in rough and tumble debate. A Kan- 
sas City, woman, one of the most conservative, 
who heard his speech this week on the world court, 


expressed surprise at Long's mastery of the intri- 
cate international subject, as well as the effective- 
ness of his oratory." 


The first time we heard Huey Long was when he 


argued the right of his delegation from Louisiana 
to be seated at the democratic national convention. 
Previously,, he had appeared before the national 
committee in a hot rage, and had made a show of 
himself. But before the convention he gave a mag- 
nificent exposition of the law 
involved, and on 


listening to him, it had to be confessed that he had 
a powerful style of attack. 


A mind as cunning as Long's, as carefree in the 


restraints most men feel obligated to recognize, as 
bold and as daring, represents a potential menace 
any time when a country is as disturbed as Ameri- 
ca has been in the last five years. Unfortunately, 
large masses have refused to take him seriously. 
He isn't the type who can be laughed away. He 
has to be .met, confronted squarely. The adminis- 
tration senses that now, which is the real explana- 
tion of the feud that has developed. It had be- 
lieved the wise course was a tolerant one. It sees 
differently now. 
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How differently the announce-

Japan Again Moving. 
has been expected is evidently about to 


take place. Japan is preparing to grab an- 


other slice of Chinese territory, and if the rest of 
the world doesn't like it it can lump it, just as it 
has in the past in similar circumstances. The Nip- 
ponese are reported massing thousands of troops 
on Chadar border, and invasion is charged by Chi- 
nese officials. 


On the other hand the Japanese assert that it is

ritory is taken over by those who want it. In the 
past Japan has had an excuse for every seizure of 
the land of the weaker powers, and flimsy as they 
have been the Japs have stuck to them. 


This was the case with Korea, Manchuria and 


Jehol. It was alleged in these cases that the gov- 
ernments of the lands seized were unable to or re- 
fused to maintain order and protect the national* 
of Japan from the depredations of brigands and 
other armed bands and that it became necessary to. 
ake over the government in order that such pro-" 
tection might be extended. 


It is quite true that much lawlessness has pre- 


vailed and this condition continues. It is suspect- 
ed, however, that Japan has been rather glad that 
such was the case, for it afforded the excuse for 
nvading and conquering the provinces desired. 
Japan wants and needs territory and is going to 
have it. It also wants power against the time 
when the seemingly inevitable conflict with Rus- 
ia takes place. It proposes to let nothing stand in 
the way of the acquisition of these 
objectives,

sesses the greatest possibilities for recovery in em- 
ployment in 1935. Nearly six" years have elapsed' 
since any substantial activity has taken place in 
this quarter. The home itself is subjected to the 
greatest wear. If the efforts put forth by the ad- 
ministratipn to stimulate home improvement prove 
successful^ the most substantial progress will be 
made in relieving unemployment 


Babies and Debts. 


"1JABIES of today will be paying interest on the 


debts, made today, eighty years from now," 


suggests a writer in the Des Moines Register. 


Forty years after the Civil war the youngsters 


of that day in swaddling clothes, grown men and 
women after forty years, were paying interest on 
the debt acquired during the war of the rebel- 
lion. 


From then until now, a stretch of seventy years 


since the close of Jhe Civil war, the debt of a bil- 
lion dollars accumulated in conducting it never 
was discharged. From slightly in excess of a bil- 
lion dollars, it dropped in the late '90s to 900 mil- 
lions, the low point, and then jumped back up 
again to in excess of a billion. And that is the fi- 
nancial history of all nations. Barely has one been 
out of debt 


Nor is there anything appalling in that situa- 


tion. It is doubtful if the debt today, measured in 
terms of the total national wealth, is any more 
burdensome than the Civil war debt was. In the 
intervening years, America has advanced so rapid- 
ly in development of natural resources that the 
comparison of debt then, and debt now, is difficult 
if not impossible. 


Anolher reflection along that line was furnished 


by an old friend who suggested recently that in the 
discussions of debts in Nebraska, one very perti- 
nent fact was overlooked. "They say we arc •worse 
off now than ever. My mind goes back to the 
panic of 1893. Then all of the mortgages were 
owned in the east and there was precious little if 
any equSty held by the people in this stale. Now, 
at least 50 per cent of the mortgages are held at 
home by our own people, and what represents a 
debt to one symbolizes an investment or wealth to 
aaotber."

One authority professed to see in recent 
developments a hint of an impending 
struggle by importers to force removal of 
the Canadian pegs, word from Liverpool 
that there was a rumor of a proposed 
Canadian government export subsidy of 15 
cents a bushel on wheat was disturbing, 
as fear was expressed that such a. course 
might bring Canadian wheot into direct 
competition with domestic grain. 
Lack of sufficient support in corn was 


disclosed and stop-loss selling contributed 
to the decline in that market. Oats aver- 
aged lower with wheat and corn and pro- 
visions also were weak. 
About mid-session, wheat was 3A to 1 
cent lower, compared with yesterday's fin- 
ish and corn was % to 1 cent down.

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50 DEATHS IN 
WINTER 


OVER COUNTRY 


(By tho Associated Press.) 


The cold wave spread east and 


south today, leaving behind about 
50 dead. 


Meanwhile floods, 
fog, sleet, 


rains, and low temperatures com- 
bined to delay traffic and en- 
danger lives, as the frigid bias', 
from the north dipped down into 
Dixie, threatening to bring freez- 
ing weather as far south as cen- 
tral Florida by tonight. 


Floods were reported in Arkan- 


sas, 
Louisiana, Mississippi and 


Tennessee, and the Willow river in 
Wisconsin had broken through the 
St. Croix dam, damaging a power 
house. 
Heavy property damage 


was also reported when the Wolf 
river, burdened by excessive rains, 
tore giant barges and steamboats 
from their moorings along the 
Memphis, Tenn., harbor, where the 
stream joins the Mississippi. 


Temperatures in the far north- 


west, the Rocky mountain area 
and the west central states, where 
the mercury had sunk as low as 
32 below in Minnesota, were 
moderating. 


Traffic was stalled in Seattle 


and other Pacific northwest cities 
when water mains burst. Rivers 
in western Washington were re- 
ported rising. Bellingham, Wash., 
had 5% inches of rain in 24 hours, 
a 72 year record. 


Farther north, in British Colum- 


bia, residents were left in the grip 
of one of the worst storms of the 
winter, with 18 inches of snow 
paralyzing traffic.

Low Temperature 
For

7 Above Zero. 


Winter's most severe blast thus 


far seemed to have been carried 
out of Nebraska Tuesday morn- 
ing on the wings of a gentle 
breeze from the south. Tempera- 
tures climbed all day Monday 
from the low of 9 below until at 8 
o'clock Tuesday morning it was 
12 above. The low Monday night 
•was 7 above. 


By 12:30 o'clock the mercury 


had zoomed up to 29 degrees and 
was still climbing. The weather 
bureau, however, predicted an- 
other cold wave with 
tempera- 


tures sinking to around the zero 
mark. Snow was promised in the 
west. 


The west and southeast were 


warming slowly but the northeast 
section of the state was still cold. 
Sioux City had a zero reading at 
7 o'clock Tuesday morning. Oma- 
ha's low was 4 above. At Valen- 
tine the reading was 14 above .and 
North Platte had a similar read- 
ing. McCook reported 15 above. 


The southeast's temperatures 


ranged from 6 above to 12 above.

Game and Fish Group 


To Ask No Portion of 


, Licenses Go To Parks 


The state legislature is to be 


asked by the Nebraska Fish and 
Game association to eliminate 
from the state game and fish 
laws the provision setting aside 
annually 10 per cent of hunting 
and fishing license fees for the 
maintenance of state parks, Chet 
Ager, president of the association, 
said Tuesday. A bill making the 
change js being drafted by the 
association and will be presented 
to the legislature within a few 
days. Ager added. 


Chapters of the association in 
all sections of the state have ap- 
proved the proposal, Ager said. 
It also has the endorsement of 
the northeast Nebraska associa- 
tion of chambers of commerce. 
The latest sanctioning of the sug- 
gested change was at a recent 
meeting of the^Scottsbluff chapter. 


It is the belief of the members 


of the state association, according 
to Mr. Ager; that state parks 
should be maintained from other 
funds. However, he added, there 
is no objection to the parks being 
under the control of the state 
game and fish commission, there- 
by eliminating the creation of 
another board. 


According to Ager, license fees 


amount to approximately $300,- 
000 each biennium. To divert 
$30,000 of this to the parks does 
not leave sufficient money to 
carry on the affairs of the game 
and fish commission.

Schools Proposed 
All school busses would be 


painted with the national colors to 
distinguish them as a safety fac- 
tor under a bill introduced Tues- 
day by Rep. W. G. Putney, demo- 
crat, Wahoo. Hep. Putney said he 
introduced the measure at the re- 
quest of the Nebraska organization 
of United Commercial Travelers, 
and it is modeled after a Califor- 
nia law. 


The bill provides that all school 


busses operated for hire must be 
painted red, white and blue, and 
prohibits similar use of the na- 
lonal colors by any other motor 
vehicle. The bill would require 
operators of school busses to paint 
Jie chassis of their vehicles red, 
he center of the body white and 
he upper portion blue. It provides 
a penalty of $100 fine, 90 days in 
iail or both for failure to comply. 


Putney said school busses so 


painted would be easily recog- 
nized, and would serve as a warn- 
ing to motorists that the vehicle 
contains children, thus adding to 
toe safety of pupils being trans- 
ported to school or home. 


1 English Piano Duo 
Wins Plaudits Of 
Lincoln Audience 


The flying modern fingers of a 


brilliant piano duo unlocked the 
door to audience appreciation as 
Ethel Bartlett and Rae Robert- 
son, English artists, played a two- 
piano recital at St. Paul church 
Monday night. It was the second 
in the Civic Music association's 
concert series. 


Rhythm and mood found un- 


usually satisfactory expression in 
the Bartlett-Robinson technique, 
which sacrificed none of its verve 
to achieve balance and unity. 
Unity and harmony, indeed, were 
the keynotes of their performance, 
colorful though some of the 
com- 


positions themselves were. 


Playing a group of "variations" 


transcribed by Saint-Saens from 
the themes of Beethoven's "Sona- 
ta in E major" the two-piano pair 
revealed an unusual artistry in 
their adaptation. As in nearly all 
their selections, an emphasis of 
rhythmic contrasts brought out ef- 
fects impossible to the soloist. 


Bartlett and Robinson, who iell
